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DUCK BANDING HELP — A 
man works 12 hours a day, slop- 
ping around in waders; get beaten 
soundly about the face and arms 
by the wings of irate fowl; and 
then finds that his pickup has 
become completely mired down 
during that soggy day — whatever 
for? So he can find out that a 
blue-winged teal banded in Missis- 
sippi in. April of 1963 was shot in 
Venezuela in February of 1965 and 
that another duck completely 
switched-flyways having been 
banded in Mississippi in October of 
1963 and killed in Washington 
state in the Pacific Flyway in 
November of 1964. 

Is the man daft? — Nope, he’s 
just a career game biologist be- 
ginning a duck banding program, 
one that will continue until duck 
season opens the first of Decem- 
ber. The first flights came in the 
middle of October, including the 
earliest flight of mallards to ar- 
rive in the state since the duck 
depression began in 1959. This 
year’s trapping program has put 
anklets on 125 mallards on Sardis 
Waterfowl Refuge, 348 wood ducks 
and 50 mallards on Grenada Water- 
fowl Refuge, and 25 mallards on 
Delta Stream Electric Lake near 
Cleveland. 

The bands carry a Fish and 
Wildlife Service return address, 
from which the hunter informa- 
tion is sent back to the states. 
Hunters killing a banded fowl are 
asked to send the band number

Dr. Gray points out that a single 
dose of the influenza vaccine gives 
“significant protection.” For maxi- 
mum effectiveness during the 
winter season, two doses with an 
interval of approximately two 
months between them should be 
taken. 

“Anyone who has been immuniz- 
ed against influenza each year 
since 1963, may have his immunity 
reactivated by a single dose,” 
stated Dr. Gray. 

“It is important that immuniza. 
tion be carried out before influen- 
za occurs in the immediate area, 
since there is a two-week interval 
before the development of anti- 
bodies,” explained Dr. Gray. 

Dr. Gray urges Mississippians in 
the four high risk groups to con- 
sult their physicians about pro 
tection against influenza.

SOCIAL SECURITY 
SEEKS ELIGIBLES 
FOR MEDICARE 


There are nearly 2 million 
“missing persons” who are sought - 
in a nationwide hunt conducted 
by the Social Security Administra- 
tion. 

They are those persons now age 
65 or over who are eligible for 
hospital and medical insurance 
benefits under the new Medicare 
program but who have not taken 
steps to sign up under the pro- 


ram. 

W. D. Sewell, district manager 
of the Social Security office in 
Gulfport, said these “missing per- 
sons” are in two categories —about 
900,000 over 65 who have never 
filed claims for benefits, usually 
because they are still:working, and 
another 600,000 ovér’ 65 who do 
not have enough: ctédit for work 
ues social security::to get bene- 

ts. pps 

These persons, or their families, . 
are being urged tọ contact their 
local social security office without 
delay to establish benefit rights so 
they can receive health insurance 
and other benefits when the Medi- 
care program goes into effect July 
1, 1966.
